ADiscourse concerning the bef Method of teaching the 
Latin Language. Py James Pearce, Grargpar Ma/fte 
at the Academy, Chancery-lane. 


HE revival of the Latix Tongue (in Exrope fince 

the Reformatio:.) has been very conducive to the 

improvement ot Artsand Sciemes. Upon thi 
confideration, learned men, zealous of the publick 
have, from time to time, invented and pubiifhed methods, 
which they thought might facilitate the attainment ai 
that fo ufefula Language. ‘Tueir labours have partly 
been engaged in compofing Nese Grammars; parily li 
rendering the Authors of that Lan wage caty, by Notes, 
Literal Interpretations, or Trunfoo/ttion of the words of 
the context into their confruci: In my opinion, 
much labour has been lott in thete ttudies with regard to 
children, and am _ perfuaded, that the chief itrels of the 
affair lyes in a due ule of thole very books, which ren 
dered our ancefturs tearned and renowned; whether Lit 
ty’s Grammar, or Authors void of the dreis of Com- 
ment. Thecuitom of learning «he Grammar through 
in all parts by heart, at the entry ol Schools, feems very 
ablurd: the Grammar is a colieCiion of uncooth words, 
packed together with all the licence that Poetry wail 
emit, or the Author’s deligncan reguire. A child feven 
years old fe'dom even reads then rights ole finks uncer 
the burthen, and incurs an incurable averiin to the Lan- 
guige, whofe Rudiments feem to him inluper.ble. A

As to the Projodia, which delivers rules for the right 
accent of words 5 1 tink it very requilite, that the fcho- 
lar fhould be able to read both profe and verfe with.a due 
quantity 5 it gives an agreeable air to that performance: 
yet, I mult tuink that Poets are tuperior to the capacities 
of children; I am of opinion, that a child ought to be 
very weil exerciled in the p/ain Context, before he is pro- 
moted to the Zicextious one. Puectry is a refine on profe, 
both as to the order of the words, and the liberty of the 
expreflion ; and therefore ‘eems to require both a longer 
expericice of practice, and gieater maturity of age. I 
wifh much time may not be Joit in the uiual exercifes of 
verles, ‘Ihe refoluuwn may be this: the fcholar either 
has a genius for poetry or not. If not, why is he em- 
ployedin it? I can give no other account, but that he

Learning has 
ito Gegrees and growths, of which Réetoric in this kind 
iccms the pertection, and tull fize. It theretore requires 
vti:onger judgment, than the childish age cam be en 
dowed with, 





Tbe divifion of the Grammar into its fix parts, the 
one fuperior to the other, points out very clearly to us, 
that Chose parts ought to be learned by degrees, as the 
capacity grows equal to them, by the acquilition of the 
furmer parts and ifs own greater maturity. Some {chools 
allow a year for the perfect underftanding and practice of 
each part, and in fix years compleat their {cholars. This 
Way 1s tedious, but ture; and perhaps in this, as in o- 
ther cales, The farthe/t way about is the nearefi way home. 
_ As to the method of making books ealy by ditera/ 
Lrarjiations, or the fyntaétical order of the words, either 
poinved out by figures, or laid down in an Interpretation ; 
they lai¢ed eaie the trouble of the Maiter, but don’t 
effectually inftruét tie ignorance of the {cholar.

In a word, let the Ma/fer bea diligent Inftrucdor, hot 
a rigorous exaclor of exoibitant tasks: let the pupil enter 
into the neareft defign, not be fuffered to content hime 
(elf with a (uperticial undesftanding of his undertakings. 
Tho’ reafon.does pot appear in its full luitre in a child, 
yet. he is ftill a rational creature; let him be ufed as 
tuch ; Jet his reafon be improved oy intliu€tion, not his 
{pirits broken by terror: Jet learning become now his 
delight, whieh mutt afterwards be his {upport, and di¢ 
tinguifhing character. ; 

To conclude with a juftification of this method, as 
far as it deviates from the common cultom of obliging 
children to learn the Grammar by heart 3 I fay, frf#, & 
boy thirteen years old is more capabie of learning the 
G:ammar by heart, than a boy of half the ages both 
from a greater maturity of years, and a better uncer- 
ftanding of the task. Secondly, Several children are not 
bleffed with a happy memory, and then learning In ge- 


| neral becomes odious, if forced upon them by that convey- 


ance. Third/y, Few learn the Grammar perfeétly by heart 
when very young; and if they do, they fpend two years 
in the undertaking, which time would fuffice for a tolera- 
ble notion of a conitru¢tion of an Author Fourthdy, 
My meaning is not that the fcholar fhail never learn the 
Grammar by heart; but, that he fhould not learn it, "till 
he has a due notion of the meaning-of it: but if he ne- 
ver learns it, provided he knows the meaning and ule 
thereof, he is in the tame clifs with the learnedeft of 
men, Who have forgotten the circumftances, hut retain 
the fubitance. he learning of the Grammar by heert, 
is like afcaffold toa houte that is building: when the 
houle is fiuifhed, the tcaffold may be taken away without 
any detriment to the edifice. La//y, A trequent refe- 
rence to the rules of the Grammar in the examination of 
leffons, according to the manner above propofed, will in» 
fentibly imprint tuch ideas on the {cholar’s memory, that 
he will by that means learn the Grammar in the motk fa« 
miliar, eafy, and lafting way.
